DRAFT RULES 

1. The rules mav be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1987. 

2. In die Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955,— 

(i) in rule 49, after sub-rule (16), the following 
sub-rules shall be inserted, namely ;— 

“(17) No person shall sell mineral oil (food grade) 
for use in confectionary except under 
Indian Standards Institution Certification 
Mark.

(18) No person stall sell confectionery weighing 
more than 500 gms. except in packed con¬ 
dition and confectionery sold in pieces shall 
be kept in glass or other suitable containers. 

Explanation.—For the purposes of sub-rules (17) 
and (18) “Confectionery” shall mean sugar boiled 
confectionery, lozenges and chewing gum and bubble 
gum”; . ... * 

(ii) In Appendix ft’, item 25,— 

(a) for item A.25.01, the following hem shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“A.25.01-—Sugar boiled confectionery whether 
sold as hard boiled sugar confectionery or 
pan gpods confectionery or toffee or milk 
toffee or modified toffee or iacto-bon-bon 
or by any other name shall mean a process- , 
ed composite food article made from sugar 
with or without doctoring agents such as 
liquid glucose cream of tartar, either by 
boiling or by process of panning or both.

It may also 
contain any of the following :—

sugar, jaggery, lactose, gur, bura sugar 
khandsari, sorbital, honey; 

(ii) milk and mjlk products; 

(iii) edible molasses; 

(iv) malt extracts; 


(v) edible starches; 

(vi) edible oils ana fats; 

(viij edible common salt; 

(viii) fruit and fruit products and put and nut 
products; 

(ix) tea, coffee, chocolate, cocoa, 

(x) vitamins and minerals, 

(xi) shellac (food grade) not exceeding 0,4 
per cent by weight, bee wax (food grade;, 
paraffin wax, (food grade), Carnauba wax 
(food grade), and oilier food grade wax 
or any combination thereof; 

(xii) edible desiccated coconut; 

(xiii) spices and condiments and their extracisj 

(xiv) enzymes; 

(xv) enzymes; 

(xvi) glycerine (food grade), 

(xvii) sodium bicarbonate; 

(xviii) Lubricants such as calcium, magnesium oi 
sodium salts of stearic acid, laic (not 
exceeding 0.2 per cent), icing sugar, 
or liquid paraffins (food grade) (known 
as mineral oil); stearic acid (food grade);

It shall not contain artificial sweeteners. 

Mineral oil (foodgrade) if used as a lubricant, shall 
not exceed the limit of 0,2 per cent by weight. It 
shall also conform to the following standards, name¬ 
ly : — 

(i) Ash sulphnted .., Not more than 2 5 

per cent 

(on salt free basis) by weight 
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Provided that in case of sugar boiled confectionery 
where spices are used as centre filling the ash sulphate 
shall not be more than 3 per cent by weight; 

(ii) Ash insoluble (indilute Note more than 
Hydrochloric acid) 0.2 per cent by 

weight 

Provided that in ca^e of sugar boiled confectionery 
where spices are used as centre filling the ash inso¬ 
luble in dilute Hydrochloric acid shall not be more 
than 0.5 per cent. 

Where the sugar boiled confectionery is sold under 
the name of milk toffee, and butter toffee, it shall 
conform to the following additional requirements as 
shown against each :— 

(1) Milk toffee— 

(0 Total Protein (NX6.25) shall not be less 
than 3 per cent by weight on dry bads; 

(ii) Fat content shall not be less than 4 per cent 
by weight on dry basis. 

(2) Butter toffee—fat content shall not be less 
than 4 per cent by weight on dry basis, 

It may contain lulphur dioxide in concentration 
riot exceeding 350 parts per million”; 

(b) item A.25.02 shall be omitted. 

(c) for item A.25 03, the following item shall be 
substituted, namely :— 


(xvi) acidulants such as tartaric arid, malic 
acid and citric acid (food grade); 

(xvii) permitted emulsifying and stabilising 
agents; 

(xviii) vitamins and minerals; 

(xix) sodium bi-carbonate; 

(xx) Lubricants such as calcium, magnesium 
or sodium salts of stearic acid, talc (not 
exceeding 0.2 per cent), It shall not 
contain artificial sweeteners. 

Mineral oil (food grade), if used as lubricant, shall 
not exceed the limit of 0,2 per cent by weight. 

It shall also conform to the following standards : 

(i) Sucrose content—Note less than 85-0 per 

cent by wl. 

(ii) Ash sulphated—Not more than 3.0 per cent 
(salt free basis) by weight. 

(iii) Ash insoluble—Not more titan 0.2 per cent 
by wt. dilute Hydrochloric acid. 

It may contain sulphur dioxide in concentration 
not exceeding 350 parts per million.” 

Note : The Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules 
1955 were first published in Part II Section 
3 of ‘he Gazette, of India vide S-R.O. 2106 
dated 12-9-55 and subsequently amended 
as follows by :— 


"A.25.02 lozenges : Lozenges shall mean con¬ 
fections made mainlv out of pulverised, 
sugar, or icing sugar with binding materials 
such as cdihle gums, edible gelatine, liquid 
glucose or dextrin and generally made from 
cold mixing which dors not require primary 
boiling or cooking of the ingredient'. It
